»ud steamer Couauicut of the Jam«t> 
town A Newport ferry were lu collision 
iu the harbor Thursday evening,*, a re- 
null of which the General had her up- 
per, work* seriously damaged aud the 
Couauicut iUBtaiued lew 
Important 


damage. The paateugen were badly 
frightened and several of them BUB- 
talued bruises and minor Injuries. 


Tuesday evening about 6 o'clock there 


wa* a deuwfogon the harbor front, at 
the time of t be greatest amount of tra- 
vel In the bay. Steamer Couanlcut 
left her dip at 6.30 for her trip to 
Jameatown aud the General wai on 
her way to Newport being due here at 
6.40. OD both steamers a careful look- 
out wa* kept. Suddenly, when a little 
distance beyond the head of Long 
wharf conflicting whistles were heard 
and before either vessel could change 
her course the Couanlcut struck the 
General a glancing blow ou the port 
side carrying away the upper worki 
amldahlp, smashing stout iron aa 
well aa wood. On both boats then 
was considerable excitement and con- 
fusiou for a moment but the Couanlcut 
pulled away and both coutiuued on 
their way. 


When the General arrived at her 


dock there was quite a crowd on hand 
and a careful examination was made of 
her injuries. Her hull w 49 intact but 
her upper works were a wreck. The 
engineer stateroom wax wrecked and 
the wash room was demolished but it 
was found that there was nothing to 
prevent lier returning to Wickford aud 
she left here about ou lime. She car- 
ried about 20 passengers at the time of 
the accident of whom several were 
slightly injured. Mrs. McDonald of 
Wickford was struck by a splinter and 
badly bruised and not seriously injured. 
Charles Slaughter of New York was 
caught iu the wash room aud suatsiued 
slight injuries. Ou the Cousuicut, al- 
though there was considerable escite- 
meut aud some narrow escapes, no oue 
was injured.

Every well to do man of good digestion 
and appetite tends to eat too'much 
meat every day (ifter his twenty-fifth 
birthday, and one of tlie values of 
fruit, the apple above others, is the 
ease with which it may be made au 
"autlmeat for breakfast" article. With 
baked apples and cream and good 
roast potatoes on the breakfast table 
the dish of cold or hot meat becomes 
subordinate even If it is not entirely 
abolished. Men of forty, the age when 
every man not a fool is supposed to 
have acquired the right to give medical 
advice, at least to himself, will relate 
their various wonderful discoveries and 
remarkable self cures Just as they had 
given up all hope, and in general these 
reduce themselves to this: "I ate less 
meat, but I did not know it, and I took 
a great deal more fruit, especially ap- 
ples." 


Baked apples for breakfast tend to 


reduce the amount of meat eaten If we 
are inclined to eat too much and to 
supply the system with mineral foods 
and the digestive tract with acids. 
?eople who eat too much food are not 
o be advised to eat baked apples as a 
mere addition to the breakfast, and 
:bose who need a substantial meal 
must not let the baked apple Interfere 
with the taking of solid food. As a 
rule, those who eat three meals per 
diem will wisely have the nicest dish 
of baked apples obtainable for break- 
fast It Is a piece of simple wisdom 
worth pages of ordinary medical litera- 
ture. The digestion of milk Is some- 
what delayed by sour fruits, but pure, 
rich cream is not milk, and taken with 
n Juicy baked apple what dish can be 
more tempting and wholesome? 


If you are twenty-eight or thirty-five, 


Inclined to ring the doctor's bell and 
talk with your druggist, try this pre- 
scription. You may put sugar on the 
apples, but we shall not sugar coat the 
remedy, with any mystery or any claim 
to novelty. We merely turn to your 
rood wife or your housekeeper aud ask 
whether she Is careful to give you nice 
roast apples and cream and to make 
the breakfast meat dishes as little 
tempting ns may lie.—American Gar- 
don.

One day I saw a vulture sailing thus, 


says Ernest Harold Baynea In the 
'Boston Herald, and I carefully marked 
bis flight until he descended from tbe 
white clouds and disappeared near the 
edge of a distant wood. 
Supposing 


.that he had come down to feed on some 
carrion—a dead horse perhaps, which 
had been dragged just outside of the 
woods and left—I made the best of my 
way to the spot where I lost sight of 
the bird, that I might be a witness to 
,the feast. 


I arrived at tbe wood, but neither 


bird nor carcass could I see. Tken I 
jbethought me that this was the mouth 
of May, and that perhaps the buzzard 
bad a nest thereabout. I hunted un- 
der the bushes, along the side of fallen 
•trees and In some old stumps which 
were standing near, but not a feather 
.'waa to be seen. 


Presently I spied a log which la; 


somewhat apart in tbe shadow of some

On coming up to the 
log, which was a large one, I found 
that it was hollow, and In the cavity 
there were two eggs, which doubtless 
belonged to the vulture wblcb bad just 
departed.

The Russian hope that Port Arthur

Dragomiroff, who two months ago 
publicly advised tbat it should be aban- 
doned and tbe fleet destroyed, bas the 
melancholy satisfaction of seeing his 
counsel completely vindicated by the 
actual conditions of affairs. Its fall Is 
a question of tune, and seems to be 
a question of week*, hardly of months, 
now that the defenders have been 
driven in upon it from the position of 
their own preparation aud fortification 
at tbe isthmus of the peninsula. 


But after Port Arthur, what? Will 


tbe Japanese still pursue Kuropalklu' 
as he desires them to do, to Mukden 
aud beyond, as he fulls back to lure 
them ou, increasing their difficulties 
aud lessening his own with every mile 
of their advance? Or will they content 
themselves with holding and fortifying 
Lhe line across the bases of tbe Korean 
Peninsula and the Peninsula of Liao- 
fuug, aud defying the Russians to put 
them out? In possession ofltheliue they 
would be in possession of all Korea, 
and of all maritime Manchuria. Would 
not they be iu possession of all for 
which they have really been lighting? 
With not merely the Gulf of Pe-chi-Li 
and Korea Bay, but with tbe whole 
Pacific Ocean, closed to Russia, might 
not Japan claim the victory of which 
she possesBed tbe spoils? 
If Russia 


wished to continue the war, would it 
not behoove her to attempt to dislodge 
the Japanese, while Japan could well 
afford to "stand pat"?

The Vesuvius, famous as the ship 


that carried the pneumatic dynamite 
guns, is about to be rescued from the 
obscurity to which she was consigned 
just after the Spantob war, aud will be- 
come an active part of the American 
navy. 


The navy has long been in need of a 


torpedo vessel for purposes of instruc- 
tion and experiment, and Admiral 
Converse, Chief of Ordnance, after a 
careful study of tbe question, arrived at 
tbe conclusion that the Vesuvius could 
be converted into exactly the kind of 
vessel needed. He accordingly recom- 
mended to tbe department that the 
conversion be made, and his views have 
been approved. 


The Vesuvius was designed in the 


spring of 1896, principally for harbor 
defense, and a result was that a large 
amount of weight carrying capacity 
was given to armament. At Santiago 
•he saw active service, and iu the re- 
ports of the bombardments of the forti- 
fications around that city it wa* indi- 
cated tbat this much-heralded monster 
of marine warfare had accomplished 
wonders with her great pneumatic 
guns. After the surrender of the Span- 
ish forces, it developed that the reports 
bad been greatly exaggerated as to the 
amount of destruction wrought.

charged by pulling the wire. The ball 
from the revolver anc\ the resultant 
concussion exploded the dynamite. 


The men quit work at 2 o'clock in the 


morning and were waiting to board a 
suburban train on the Florence and 
Crfpple Creek railroad to return to 
their homes in Cripple Creek and Vic- 
tor. Just after the engineer of the up 
proacliing train blew the whistle as a 
signal to the miners, according to cus 
torn, a terrific explosion occurred un 
derneath the station platform, on am 
near which 26 men were gathered. The 
platform was blown Into splinters, the 
station was wrecked and a bole 20 fee 
in circumference and 20 feet in depth 
was torn in the ground. Fragment 
of bodies were hurled teveral hundred 
feet. 


Several J&odies dropped Into the pi 


made by tbe explosion, but beads, legs, 
arm* and trunks were strewn about on 
all sides. Pieces of flesh were found 
on buildings 50 feet away, while 
splashes of biopd were found on every- 
thing within a radius of 80 feet. The 
force of the explosion was felt through- 
out the camp, and awakened everybody. 
The approaching train was stopped and 
the trainmen rushed ahead to tbe 
scene of the disaster. 
They were 


Joined in a few minutes by hundreds 
of persons and relief work was begun 
at once. 


The Infernal machine was similar to 


the one-exploded In the Vindicator 
mine on Nov. 21,1903, killing two men.

Muat Be Well Prepared to Se- 


duce One of the Moat Strongly 
Fortified Place* In the World 
—Comphilnt of Corruption and 
Inefficiency lu Korea 


London, June 10.—Little news of Im- 


portance has reached London from the 
seat of war during the last 2i hours 
aud reports that Chinese refugees from 
Port Arthur have given to the Cbefoo 
corcespoudeuts of English papers do not 
agree sufficiently to carry much weight 
According to one account tbe Chinese at 
Port Arthur have been given three 
day* In which to depart Thereafter 
none will be allowed to leave. 


It probably Is not true that there 


has been any attack by the Japanese 
on tbe Immediate laud defense* of Port 
Arthur. The invading army Is uot a* 
yet lUfnciently strong to begin this 
moot serious work, which will not be 
attempted until every possible prepara- 
tion has been completed. First siege 
guns must be at hand. 


If the Kiuwiuus have benefited by the 


mistakes of the Chinese 10 years ago, 
which they probably have, It will be 
necessary for the Japanese to storm 
and take iwsitious upon which to mount 
these cannon. Not until the Russian 
works have been subjected to a tire that 
has greatly weakened their offensive 
power will the Japanese think of trying 
to carry them at the point of the 
bayonet.

If the hastily constructed defenses 


at Nanshan inflicted a loss of more than 
4000 on the Japanese, the well-con- 
sidered formications of Port Arthur 
would make the loss in such un assault 
many times larger. .Indeed, had it not 
been for the mistake made by the 
Russians In not placing guns to com- 
mand the water side of tbe Nanshan po- 
sition, which allowed the Japanese to 
make use of the guns.of several of their 
warships, the Brat chapter of the story 
of Naushan would have had another 
ending. 
That ttif Japanese finally 


would have taken the position is admit- 
ted, for eventually the Japanese could 
have got In the Russian rear from tbe 
sea gnd made the place untenable. 


The alleged attack- on Port Arthur 


from the sea, reported Jii the dispatches, 
Is explained by Admiral Tfogo, who re- 
ports that a flotilla of torpedo' boats was 
sent into the harbor's mouth for the 
purpose of making a recondtfjitilanci!, 
These, of course, drew the fire of the 
Sttaslan forts, but they retired; !t is 
reported, without damage. The object 
in s««*ng"the boat* in probably was to 
nseerttfftr Just the conditions as regards 
the navigability of the channel, and 
pcrhnps to sow1 more mines. 


Friends of Japan will be foolish to. 


harbor any Illusion* In regard to the 
magnitude of the task' wm'ch confronts 
that country in the proposed reduction 
of Port Arthur. It is one eft the most 
strongly fortified places In th'tf world. 
It has a formidable armament, an- 
doubtedly is well prdvisipned, and iff 
defended bj- the most stubborn of 
fighters, as the battles of tbe Yalu and 
Naushau testify. 
A long aud bloody 


siege, conducted by 
overwhelming 


forces assisted by the heaviest of siege 
guns from the land, and steady and 
tremendous bombardment from the sea, 
will be necessary before the Japanese 
flag is planted on the brow of Golden 
Ilill. 


The Japanese minister at Seoul, about 


to return to Tokio temporarily, de- 
clares that Japan must establish her 
control of Korea in such a way as to 
end the existing corruption aud Inef- 
ficiency of the native government. He 
considers the situation delicate, but de- 
manding firm action—virtually a pro- 
tectorate without Involving Japan In 
the difficulties of ostensible control.

Rape aa a Cover Crop. 


A fall growth of rape nnd turnips 


puts land into good condition for an 
early crop like potatoes, says nn Ohio 
correspondent of .National Stockman. 
I have been using rye ns a winter cover 
crop, and the one objection is that It 
does not rot quickly enough for a crop 
that we plant early and want to push. 
The rape and turnips work over a lot 
of tougii fertility In the soil, putting it 
into organic form that goes to pieces 
quickly, and the plant food .is ready 
for the potatoes as soon as they start 
growth. There Is no sod in the way to 
interfere with cultivation. I aiu pleas- 
ed with this fall and early winter cover 
crop. 


Shade Kept A war Plant Lie*. 


A recent account of tests with vegeta- 


bles grown under cheesecloth, the same 
as shade grown tobacco, asserts that 
practically the only benefit bas been 
in securing tenderer vegetables, though 
the yield Is not as great and the in- 
dividual specimens do not attain as 
large an average size. A very decided 
benefit 
was observed, however, in 


growing plants subject to the ravages 
of plant lice, It being found that such 
plants when grown Inside the inclosure 
nvariably thrived, while similar plants 
adjacent, but outside the inclosure, 
were often killed by these and root 
maggots.

[uerwult before us embodies what lie 
himself desired aud ex peeled to have 
realized by the provisions of his last 
will and testament. 
Daniel Wauloo Lymau was boiu In 


tbe city of Providence Jauuary 24th, 
1844, aud died tbere December 19th, 
1880, uearly forty tbree years of age. 
H« was aou of Henry Bull Lymau aud 
Caroline, daughter ol Elisba Dyer. Ou 
his father's side the family can be 
traced back to tbe diBLiuguiahed Colo- 
nial (Jeueral Phiueaa Lytuaii of Cou- 
ueetlcut wbo did gallaut service iu the 
French and [udian Ware. His graud- 
fatber Dauwl Lyuiau at tbe time of tbe 
Battle of Laxiugtou was a ineujberllof 
tbe junior clam at Yale College and 
with the other member* of bis class 
agreed1 to place himself under the coui- 
uiaud of Benedict Arnold, march to 
Cambridge aud offer themselves as 
volunteers iu tbe service of their coun- 
try. 
Aruold having beeu appointed 


colonel by the Provisional Co-Jgreiw 
and directed to take possession of Tieou- 
deroga, Crown Point aud St. Johns, 
offered Daniel Lymau a captaiu'i com- 
mission which was accepted and the 
young man went with the expedition. 
The ueit year after leaving college, 
1776, be was appointed a brigade major 
aud bad a horse shot under him at the 
Battle of White Wains. In 1777 he 
joined Col. Lee's regiment at Cam- 
bridge, this regiment being one of the 
dixteen 
Congress 
regnueuls which 


served during the war. Iu tbe spring 
of 1778 he joined Geueral Heath at BUB- 
tou aud the uusuiug year was made . 
Adjutaut Geueral of tbe Eastern l>t- 
partmeut. Wheu iu 1780 Count Ro- 
«bambeau with a fleet aud army ar- 
rived at Rhode Islaud, Geueral Heath 
was ordered hereto receive him. As 
senior aide, Colouel Lyman war ap- 
pointed to visit Admiral (le Teruay's 
:abip aud welcome the strangers to our 
chores. lie was tbe Brat American 
who boarded the French ship. It was 
upon tbe occasion of a reception given 
to the French officers at Newport, that 
Colouel Lyman first met bis wife Mary 
Wanton, whose father John G. Wan- 
ton received and entertained tbe for- 
eign otttoers with tbe greatest hospital- 
ity. At tbe close of the war he returned 
to Newport, Kbode Islaud, to practice 
Jaw, and suLsuqueutly served the state 
as Chief Justice. During his residence 
in Newport b* undertook the building 
of tttoue Bridge which was accom- 
plished in three yean aud which at the 
time was considered an herculean task, 
Finally he removed to tbe beautiful 
country seat known as the Hermitage 
which is here close to us under the hill, 
where be spent the remainder of bis 
•days and where his grandson lived the 
life of au old fashioned country gentle- 
man. 


Ou his mother's side, Daniel Wanton 


was descended from Mary Dyer who 
was hauged on Boston Common iu 
1660 for being a Quaker; from Roger 
Williams whose grand-daughter mar- 
ried John Dyer; aud thence down to 
Amnouv Dyer, hie materual grand- 
father, who served during the Revolu- 
tion with tbe Rhode Islaud Continen- 
tal Line. He was also descended on 
iis mother's side from Gabriel Ber- 
Jiou, a disttuguishe'd Huguenot Ref- 
ugee. 
It ia stated ou competent authority 


that during tbe Civil War one hun- 
dred Lyniatip served on land and on 
.sea. 


Daniel Wanton Lyman was the last 


male representative of his name and 
atood before the world as tbe single 
surviverof his family beariugtbe name 
of Lymau. After the death of his pa- 
reuts he came into the possession of a 
large projierty, the income of which he 
greatly increased by economy aud care- 
ful management. 
Colouel Lyniau's 


residence beiug iu North Providence, 
he was repeatedly chosen to represent 
that towu iu tbe State Beuate. He was 
assiduous iu the performance of his 
official duties, studied carefully 
the 


forms of legislative proceedings aud the 
hearing of tbe many questions which 
come up for consideration, frequently 
expressing his views in matters under 
discussion forcibly and with a graceful 
delivery. 
As a beuefactor he was an enigma, 


little known or understood, aud yet 
bow good aud kind he was Is well 
known to his dearest friends. 


The crowning glory of bis life, after 


all, was his tender and devoted affec- 
tion for his mother. From early wom- 
anhood by reason of accident fabe had 
been permanently lams, and nothing 
that he could do to promote her bappi- 
uen was neglected. Neither the claims 
of business nor the attractions of socie- 
ty kept him from bis watchful care of 
his mother. To be with her and to 
minister to her every want and help 
her bear tbe burdens of age and sick- 
ness, was the absorbing desire of his 
heart and stands out pre-eminent as a 
beautiful trait in bis character. 


At the time of tbe outbreak of the 


Civil War, Colouel Lyman was too 
young to enter the army but later ou 
was commissioned as captain in the 
Fifth Regiment of Kbode Island Slili- 
tia, served as adjutant, and afterward 
was made major on the staff of the 
Major Geueral of the Militia. In May, 
1869, be was appointed aide-de-camp 
to Governor Padeiford with the rank of 
colouel aud held the position until 
May, 1878. By hereditary desceut he 
was a member of the Rhode Islaud So- 
ciety of the Cincinati. To those among 
you, his neighbors, the story of his 
simple daily life need not b« told. 
Many, rnauv years will have passed 
away'beforehis neighbors aud his kins- 
folk will have ceased to speak his name. 
"How 
longflhHll a nmn live is not for him 
to know; 
"How well HliHll H uiiin live ia all tils own to 
show." 
Colouel Lyman inherited the martial 


spirit which distinguished bis ances- 
tors aud his family. 
To those of us 


wbo were nearest him it was kuowu 
that he chafed under the facts that by 
reason of his youth and, his duty to 
his aged parents lie was unable to take 
part in the gigantic struggle of the Civil 
War. This patriotic spirit which was 
so apparent in bis life, manifests itself 
In the provision he made for the erec- 
tion of a monument in tbe towu of 
North Providence to the memory of its 
soldiers aud sailors who fell aud died 
in the SVar of the Rebellion. 


I am indebted to lh« valuable records 


of the Rhode Island Historical Society 
and to Mn. William R. Tllliughut, 
one of his near relatives, for most valu- 
able Information regarding Colonel Ly- 
mau and his family.

cation of this monument should be 
made upou Ihedav sacred to the mem- 
ory of the dead soldiers of tbe republic, 
whose graves, whether iu the preten- 
tious cemeteries of the city or upou the 
quiet hillsides and peaceful valleys of 
the country, are strewn alike with 
springtime flowers. • 
Hut tills statue silent iu its voice but 


eloquent iu its prepuce as the ideal for 
which it mauds, appeals to us who are 
liviug as the embodiment of that in- 
tense patriotism which spruug from 
every work aud condition of life at the 
Ural drum beat of a uatiou's alarm to 
save our couutry from destruction, the 
goodly heritage of our forefathers from 
everlasting shame. If this soldier up- 
ou the hilltop could look from out hia 
lofty eyea be would see the old ancestral 
homestead of tbe man wbo put him ou 
guard to| remind our citizeus of tbe 
dangers that bad passed aud to fore- 
warn them of tbe evils that are likely 
to come. Could his eyes travel with 
tbe »uu be would see the iuceuse rising 
from many busy bives of industry, be 
would look upou teeming, beautiful 
faruia,upuu churches poiullug Heaven- 
ward, and last but not least upou those 
bulwarks of the nation, tbe school- 
bouses, which uuder tbe providence of 
God shall keep our enemies at bay. 


Four years of fratricidal, bloody war, 


for which tbe soldiers aud sailors hon- 
ored today, laid 
dowu 
their lives, 


brought the mihgty conflict to au end. 
Nosucl) conflict haa ever .been waged 
in the history of civilization. 
During 


its coutiuuauce the world bad been wit- 
new to the execution 
(If some of 


the most brilliant military land naval 
tactics and the fiercest fighting man- 
kind had ever seen; ail the more won- 
derful aud all the more bitter because 
it was a fight to a finish between 
brothers aud friends of tbe most eu- 
llgbteued aud educated nation in tbe 
world. 
I do not consider it out of place to re- 


call the fact that at tbe time during tbe 
conflict tbe momentous 
question of 


whether tbe United States of America 
would ever agaiu be seen upon tbe map 
of the world,lay in tbe bauds of a single 
European power,the only frleud at that 
time the Republic could call its own,— 
a power iu which freedom of speech and 
of action was unknown, in whose voca- 
bulary the God-given word of liberty 
had found no place. The Empire of 
Russia, God bless her for what she did, 
stood between the uatiou and her 
snarling greedy foes. The British cot- 
ton manufacturers had stopped their 
ears to the just ice of tbe cause and to 
the wailing of the bondmen, openly 
hoping for the overthrow of this great 
republic that tbe bum of their spinning 
frames and the rattle of their looms 
should not cease. The Emperor of 
France with his lustful eye of conquest 
upou the magic laud of Mexico aud 
tbe maguificeut'itute of Texas, aud to 
keep bis people at home amuse! and 
diverted, had already 
planted his 


eagles ou the shores of tbe Mexican 
gulf. 


Aud then iu the providence of God 


the right at last prevailed, the North 
had conquered, aud yonder statue will 
always stand to remind the youth of 
this nation that such us he were those 
who fought 
aud died 
th.it 
their 


couutry might live. 


"Truth will prevail in the end, 
For us round and round we run 
Ever the truth conies uppermost 
And ever is justice done. 


Thirty nine years have passed away 


since the surreuder at Appomatox and 
iu a reuuited couutry the people have 
well uigb forgotteu that they were ever 
such bitter foes, and generous nature of 
a Northern people has been true to the 
key uote struck by General Graut when 
at the surrender of Lee's army he said 
to the Rebel Commander, "Let your 
officers keep their horses, they will 
need them for their spring ploughing." 


In our efforts to cover all traces of 


tbe war with tbe olive branches of 
peace it seems to me there is being un- 
wisely buried out of sight a fact these 
school children ought to be taught aud 
the youth of this country ought to know; 
that the North fought for the liberty of 
the slaves and the maintenance of the 
Union, while the South fought to per- 
petuate human slavery and the des- 
truction of the nation. 
Mingle the 


myrtle aud the pine, bring together the 
blue and the gray, but cover with no 
misleading words or deeds the terrible 
truth of these stupendous facts. 


Tbe committee has very kindly 


asked me to address this goodly num- 
ber of citizens assembled to receive the 
legacy of the late lamented Daniel 
Wanton Lyman. It has been my en- 
deavor to review briefly the history of 
Colonel Lyman's family and bis life, 
and iu an imperfect way to bring be- 
fore you the reasous which have made 
the volunteer soldier of tbe republic the 
typical representative of this great peo- 
ple. 


It Is my colemu duty as a citizen to 


remind you men aud women of North 
Providence, soldiers and sailors of the 
Grand Army, Son's of Veterans, and 
children of the public schools, that 
this mighty nation is not to be kept 
alive, is uot doing its duty to itself if.it 
sits blindly aud contentedly facing the 
past and telling tbe stories of long 
ago. 


Wheu tbe country emerged from the 


horrors of the War of tbe Rebellion it 
claimed aud received the bouor aud re- 
spect of tbe civilized world. No uatiou 
before or since had ever such a record. 
It bad raised aud maintained conquer- 
ing armies aud invincible navies. 
It 


had paid every dollar of > Its indebted- 
ness in tbe coin royal of the world. 
It 


bad freed four millions of slaves, and 
then disbanded its mighty armies so 
quickly aud iu such a manner that uot 
a soldier was to be seen upon tbe 
streets; and brought its navy dowu to a 
simple force barely adequate to keep 
Iu remembrance 
In foreign M** that 


glorious flag which bad beeu floated to 
the pluuacleof uatloual grandeur, by 
the Mcady uplifting of « reunited peo- 


1 pie.

nolds nothing iu itself eitber undesir- 
able or threatening. There Is uo need 
:oabuicate It iu eitber direction. 
Let 


it go OH from more to more. 
But there 


is need, wheu we remember the course 
of human history, for us to listen to the 
warnings—at no place more fitly than 
jere—that what rebellion could not do 
'orty years ago, self delusion aud wil- 
'ulnets, iu the uot dit-laut future, can 
uiug to pass; aud tbeie is also peed 
that we aud all our fellow citizens 
should earnestly resolve that this din- 
ister shall uot befall tbe uatiou 
But the words have come dowu to us 
from tbe time of the Civil War aud are 
prophetic. Their writer, whoever he 
was, said: 'I see in tbe uear future a' 
crisis approaching that uuuerveu me 
to tremble for the safety of uiy people. 
As a result of the war, corporations 
have beeu enthroned: an era of cor- 
ruption iu high places will follow, aud 
tbe money power of the couutry will 
endeavor to prolong its reign by work- 
lug upou the prejudices of the people 
uutil all the wealth is aggregated iu a 
few huuds aud the republic is de- 
stroyed.' ....

In tbe presence of this soldier let ns 


one and all renew our allegiance to 
those principles upou which our couu- 
try is founded,—principles in the sup- 
port of which their soldiere fought aud 
many of them died.

Let us llrmly adhere to those 
lixed principles of right that make for 
the honor aild welfare of the whole 
people, and support only those men for 
public olllcc and those measures for the 
public service that we know to have the 
true ring of AmeriUH.i citizenship. 


We leave the soldier here on guard.

Why America Prospers. 


President M. Carey Thomas of Bryb 


Mawr College addressed tbe General 
Federation of Women's Clubs at St. 
Louie the other day ou "Educated Wo- 
meu In the 20th Century." Referring 
to that rather bigoted Englishman, a 
member of the Moseiy Educational 
Commission, who lately prophesied 
that the Uuited States will soou lose its 
•intellectual aud commercial rank a- 
moug nations if it continues to employ 
women as school teachers aud to cdu- 
cale girls with boys, President Thomas 
Huid: 
"Those of us who understand Ameri- 


can couditious better are beginning to 
realize that our success Is due precisely 
to this fact, so bitterly resented by our 
English, German and .French rivals, 
who are studying UH to discover why 
our competition is driving their indus- 
trial products from the world, why we 
are the richest aud most pros|H)rous of 
nations. Iu the United Stums, for the 
first time iu tbe history of the world, 
the girls of u greut nation, especially 
the girls of the poorer classes, have re- 
ceived the same education as the boys, 
aud tbe ladder leading, in Huxley's 
words.from tbe gutter to Ihe university, 
ia climbed us easily by u girl an by a 
boy." Although college education baa af- 
fected as yet only a few out of the great 
number of adult womeu iu tbe Uuited 
States, the free opportuuities for sec- 
ondary education have iuilueuced the 
whole American people for nearly two 
thirds of a century. The meu of tbe 
poorer classes have, as a rule, mothers 
as well educated as their fathers—in- 
deed better educated. To this, more 
than to any other single cause, I think 
may be attributed what by other na- 
tionsjia regarded as our phenominal In- 
duslrial progress. Our commercial ri- 
vals could probably take uo one «ep 
that would so tend to place on a level 
with American competition as to open 
to girls, without distinction, all their 
elementary and secondary schools for 
boy a."
